Upriver on the Concord, 
the Sudbury Valley Associa- 
es report that this past 
year they bought or were 
given almost 100 acres of 
woodland and river meadow. 
For example, the Mill Brook 
Wilderness area was brought 
for $8,000, with the needed 
money almost all raised now, 
with the help of a $2,000 
loan from a local civic or- 
ganization. This is what 
they think of the importance 
of preserving the headwaters 
of this Mill Brook, They 
thus acquired an extensive 
cranbefry and red. maple 
bog, a 3/4acre pond, and 
stands of red and black oak 
and a mixture of hardwoods 
nd pine. A neighbor in 
Weston, the Dickinson fa- 
mily, then gave thei 17 
acres adjoining. Altho this 
may seem remote to us in 
Billerica, nevertheless it di- 
rectly affects the waters of 
the Concord River, helping 
keep up the level and keep 
it’ clean. 

Of further interest to all 
Billericans will be what they 
are going to do with this 
area, now that they have 
got it. A management pro- 
gram has been devised, Ex- 
pert thinning and planting 
will iclude three or four 
acres of field to balsam and 
Douglas fir to be raised as 
Christmas trees and harvest- 
ed on a “Cut-it-yourself” 
basis. This will not only 
raise money, but also be 
greet stuff for the local Boy 
Scout and other groups for 
working on Conservation 
Projects. 

Something for nothing, or 
at least for the proper use 
of it, is the nesting box for 
Wood Ducks and a variety of 
other birds, which can be 
obtained from the Wildlife 
District Headquarters, RFD 
No, 1 in South Acton.
